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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. The rejection of Claims 59-63 under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, is withdrawn because 
of the amendment filed 5/31/2006. 

3. Claim 63 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that 
the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

The specification as filed does not support any two coating regions, one of which has a 
greater particle volume. The regions containing particles are barrier layers over active ingredient 
layers. 
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Response to Arguments 

The applicant appears not to understand that the rejection is based on the fact that claim 63 
appears to be putting particle- filled (barrier) layers over a stent that does not contain an active 
ingredient. What would be the point of coating barrier layers if there were no active ingredient? 



4. Claim 63 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described 
in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that 
the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

. .wherein each of the first and second regions includes particles. . is new matter that 
was not in the specification as filed. 

39:22-40:6 merely requires that one region of the barrier layer have a greater particle 
volume fraction than a second region, but does not require that BOTH regions MUST contain 
particles.

Applicant is requested to remove new matter. 
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5. Claim 63 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention.

6. The objection to the disclosure is withdrawn because of the amendment filed 5/31/2006. 

7. The use of the trademarks has been noted in this application. They should be capitalized 
wherever they appear and be accompanied by the generic terminology.

8. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

9. The rejection of Claim 63 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by Ding et 
al (5879697) is withdrawn because of the 5/31/2006 amendment, but will be reinstated when the 
new matter is removed from claim 63. 

10. The rejection of Claim 63 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by EP 
734721 is withdrawn because of the 5/31/2006 amendment, but will be reinstated when the new 
matter is removed from claim 63.
